Minister

O Gene Zwozdesky challenges legislature member 
Raj Sherman to prove accusations of wrongdoing by 
Edmonton health officials 


Alberta’s health minister is telling a 
whistleblowing critic to put up or shut 
up over damning allegations of corrup¬ 
tion by Edmonton health officials. 

“It’s veiy unfortunate when a member 
of this house stands up and uses the pro¬ 
tection and the shield of immunity that 
this house provides and then casts asper¬ 
sions or accusations or allegations 
against people he knows can’t defend 
themselves,” Gene Zwozdesky said in 
question period yesterday as caucus col¬ 
leagues applauded. 

“That is just absolutely wrong.” 

Zwozdesky was referring to comments 
made by Independent legislature mem¬ 
ber Raj Sherman. 

Sherman, who is also an emergency- 
room doctor, told the house in question 
period Monday that his sources had told 
him about bribeiy, coercion, coverup and 
fraud that occurred about five years ago 
in the Edmonton health region. 

He alleged that between 2001 and 
2006, about 250 patients on a 1,200-pa¬ 
tient waiting list for lung surgery died 
before they could get help due to scarce 
resources.

What Raj Sherman alleged 


► He said Edmonton health officials and 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
covered up deaths and either punished 
doctors who threatened to blow the 
whistle or bribed them with millions in 
tax dollars. 

► He also accused local health officials of 
fraud. He alleged they kept two sets of fi¬ 
nancial books to cover up the millions of 
dollars in payments. 

► Sherman cannot be sued for defamation 
for the comments, because question peri¬ 
od gives him immunity. He did not repeat 
the allegations Monday to reporters out¬ 
side the assembly chamber. 

► Yesterday, he told a radio interviewer that 
he will back up his statements next week 
when he gets to ask another question in 
the legislature rotation. He also hinted 
he will broaden the scandal. 

► He backtracked on the bribery 
allegations, however, suggesting 
payment actually came in the form of 
pork-barrel health jobs.

Major road 

delays 

expected 

Starting April 3, Scona 
Road, which 

accommodates over 40,000 
vehicles per day, will be 
down to one lane in each 
direction.

The Bank of Canada is stick¬ 
ing with its trendsetting 
rate of one per cent for at 
least another six weeks, giv¬ 
ing no hint yesterday about 
when it might raise the rate 
again to ward off inflation: 
an increasing threat given 
recent signs the economy is 
expanding strongly. 

Few had expected bank 
governor Mark Carney to 
raise rates, but analysts 
were looking for a signal of 
future hikes after Monday’s 
news that the economy 
grew by 3.3 per cent in the 
final quarter last year, a full 
point higher than the bank 
had projected. 

While the bank acknowl¬ 
edged the robust growth, it 
maintained that not much

had in fact changed and 
that the risks to global re- 


coveiy remain elevated. 
The bank also warned that 
the strong Canadian dollar 
and the poor productivity 
of Canadian firms will act 
as anchors to future export 
growth. 

Economists noted that 
Carney likely wanted to 
avoid giving any more 
boost to the loonie by sig¬ 
nalling bullish intentions. 

It may also be that, like 
some private-sector econo¬ 
mists, Carney is skeptical 
that the better economic 
performance will hold up. 
Craig Alexander, TD Bank’s 
chief economist, said he be¬ 
lieves the quick start will 
5 deld to a steady slowdown 
as the year proceeds.

The former Tea Party front 
man and his new band Jeff 
Martin 777 is performing 
in Alberta March 10 at Cal¬ 
gary’s The Republik on his 
Canadian tour in support 
of his new album.

How have the last six years 
been for you since the 
breakup of the Tea Party? 

“It’s been a very steep 
learning curve. In the Tea 
Party days I was veiy com¬ 


fortable in my bubble. 

We had incredible 
management that kept 
the music industry at 
bay. It allowed myself and 
the other two to create 
those records like Edge 
of Twilight and Transmis¬ 
sion. For a Canadian rock 
band to be that exotic 
was unheard of, but we 
still became a household 
name. It was weird, but a 
testament to the Canadian 
rock audience in its ability 
to accept different things. 


The Tragically Hip had its 
place. TTie Tea Party had 
its place.

When I had to leave 
the band and learn every¬ 
thing on my own it was 
definitely a case of matur¬ 
ing in some ways and be¬ 
ing accountable to my 
own self. 

We fast forward to the 
present. As far as my 
headspace and soul space 
is concerned. I don’t 
think I’ve ever been hap¬ 
pier.” 

What goes Into creating the 
live show? 

“The less you think about 
it, the better it will be. 


That’s the rule of thumb 
that I’ve always had. 

Even in the Tea Party days 
we didn’t rehearse that 
much. You figure out your 
signposts and then how 
you get to those different 
signposts during a show is 
up to the inspiration of 
the evening. 

Every single night that 
this band will play the set 
will change, the momen¬ 
tum will change, 
eveiything will be differ¬ 
ent. Growing up listening 
to bootlegs of Led Zeppe¬ 
lin, the show was never 
the same. It’s going to 
take all these tangents, 
but tangents within a 
framework.”

F or someone who 
once famously 
said, “You would 
have to kill me 
and prop me up

near Holl 5 AVOod,” writer 
Phillip K. Dick certainly has 
a good Tinsel Town track 
record. Films based on his 
novels and short stories 
have made over $1 billion, 
a figure that is bound to in¬ 
crease with the release of 
this weekend’s The Adjust¬ 
ment Bureau. 

Based on Dick’s short 
stoiy Adjustment Team, 
the film stars John 


Slatteiy as a mysterious Ad¬ 
justment Bureau agent 
who must keep star- 
crossed lovers Matt Damon 
and Emily Blunt apart. It 
follows along with at least 
one tradition typical of 
Dick’s Hollj^ood adapta¬ 
tions — a title change. 

Blade Runner was based 
on the 1968 novel Do 
Androids Dream of Electric 
Sheep? The short story We 


Can Remember It for You 
Wholesale became Total 
Recall and Next, the Nico¬ 
las Cage movie, was loosely 
based on the short stoiy 
The Golden Man. 

“Phil often commented 
that he couldn’t write good 
titles,” said Dick’s ex-wife 
Tessa. 

“If he could, he would 
have been an advertising 
writer instead of a 


novelist.” 

Blade Runner is 
arguably Dick’s most 
famous film but an early 
draft of the script so 
displeased Dick he went on 
the offensive, deriding it as 
Phillip Marlowe meets The 
Stepford Wives. 

Later, however, when 
shown 20 minutes of spe¬ 
cial effects shots, the 
author came on board, say¬ 


ing the footage of Los Ange¬ 
les in 2019 looked “exactly 
as how I’d imagined it!” 

Ironically, director Rid¬ 
ley Scott later let it slip that 
he had never even read 
Dick’s book. 

Total Recall also had a 
similar rocky development 
from page to stage. Early 
on David Cronenberg was 
attached to write and 
direct but walked from the 
project when producers 
told him they wanted to 
change the stoiy into 
something akin to Raiders 
of the Lost Ark Go to Mars. 

Eventually it was made 
as an incredibly violent 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
film Roger Ebert called 
“one of the most complex 
and visually interesting sci¬ 
ence fiction movies in a 
long time.” 

Despite the fact that 
Dick died in 1982 of a heart 
attack, interest in his work 
remains unabated. Disney 
is planning an animated 
adaptation of King of the 
Elves and Ridley Scott is re¬ 
ported to be producing a 
mini-series based on The 
Man in the High Castle for 
the BBC.

Academy Award-winning 
actor Forest Whitaker isn’t 
necessarily a stranger to 
television, but Criminal 
Minds: Suspect Behavior 
marks his first lead role on 
a TV series. He says it’s a 
decision he made partially 
to be home more with his 
family. 

Whitaker spoke with 
Metro about moving to TV, 
reading people and fulfill¬ 
ing childhood dreams. 
What made you take a full¬ 
time series TV role? 

I never had my own 
show, but I got a chance to 
do it a couple times be¬ 
fore. I did six episodes on 
ER once. It was a good ex¬ 
perience. And I did, like, 
11 episodes on The Shield, 
which was a great experi¬ 
ence, developing that 
character. For this, it was 
the right time. I wanted to 
stay home for a while. I 
was offered a couple series 
at the same time. I chose 
to do this one because I 
was interested in explor¬ 
ing the human mind and 
the human psyche. 

Was it a childhood dream of 
yours to be a cop or an FBI 
agent? 

No. (laughs) But, you 
know, I did want to be a 
behavioural analyst. When 
I was a kid, I remember at 
kindergarten I told my 
class. They said, “What do 


you want to be?” I said, “ 
want to be an ethologist. 
Eveiybody’s like, “What?” 
And I was like, “Animal be¬ 
haviourist.” And so, I 
guess, in some ways. I’m 
still doing that. 

Are you a good at reading 
people? 

I don’t think so. (laughs) 
I mean, I think I can look 
at people and see certain 
behaviours and certain 
things. But I think I’m a 
better people-reader when 
it doesn’t have an 5 d:hing to 
do with me. 

Your kids must be happy 
that you’re close to home 
now and not travelling so 
much. 

That’s what they said, 
(laughs) I’m happy be¬ 
cause you get to see 
things, like, on a daily ba¬ 
sis. And I have two kids 
who are off to school, col¬ 
lege, and I have two little 


I ones. I missed a lot. I’ve 
been there for my kids, 
but I haven’t been there as 
much as I’d like. I’ve been 
a gypsy. 

How would you say your 
show differs from the origi¬ 
nal Criminal Minds? 

I think it’s the nature of 
the people, experience 
and where they’re coming 
from. First off, we’re a red¬ 
cell unit, so we only report 
directly to the director of 
the FBI. We’re a special¬ 
ized unit. We have a guy 
who was a prisoner, you 
know, who’s coming from 
the criminal minds, some¬ 
one who’s a sniper from 
overseas. Initially, we were 
supposed to be dealing 
with some international 
crimes and things like 
that. I don’t know. We 
haven’t really pursued a 
lot of that yet. I hope we 
will.

O N.L.’s Marble Mountain offers 
some great skiing and snowboarding 
O Don’t miss a heart-stopping 
zip-line ride over a huge gorge 


I Stood on the platform star¬ 
ing across Canada’s highest 
zip line — a cable strung 85 
metres over a plunging 
gorge at Marble Mountain, 
one of the best kept secrets 
in western Newfoundland. 

“Have fun!” the guide 
urged me as I shook with 
fear but stepped from the 
edge, my feet suddenly dan¬ 
gling free over the vast 
chasm below. 

I was secured to the 
down-sloping cable by two 
pulleys with cords attached 
to a harness with straps 
around my waist, legs, 
shoulders and chest. 

Through my helmet I 
could barely hear the other 
zip liners cheering me on as 
I laughed like a kid on a 
rollercoaster. A spectacular 
view of the Humber Valley, 
cut through the foothills of 
the Appalachian Mountain 
Range — the same peaks 
that extend into Georgia — 
flashed past. 

And before I knew it, I 
was slowing down as the ca¬ 
ble angled upward toward 
the waiting guide who 
caught my lines at the re-

Marble Zip Tours offers 
eight lines criss-crossing 
the spectacular Steady 
Brook Falls near Corner 
Brook, N.L. The longest ride 
sprawls across 420 metres 
and is aptly described in 
promotional brochures as a 
heady blend of parachuting 
and fl 5 dng. 

But if hurtling over a 
deep void isn’t quite your 
speed. Marble Mountain is 
also a winter wonderland 
featuring world-class skiing 
and snowboarding. 

World-class skiing on 
The Rock? It’s a fact so little 
known that lineups for 
chairlifts with names like 
“Newfie Bullet” are as- 
toundingly short. They 
head up to 37 trails ranging 
from leisurely runs to dou- 
ble-black-diamond vertical 
drops of up to 519 metres. 

And of course there’s lots 
of typical Newfoundland 
humour. One run is called 
Blow Me Down, or as it’s al¬ 
so simply referred to, OMJ, 
or Oh My Jesus. 

Marble Mountain is geo¬ 
graphically blessed with a 
climate that is typically one 
of the snowiest in Canada.

French restaurants 
miss the top spot 


The arbiter of fine cuisine, 
the Michelin Red Guide, 
has added more than 50 
restaurants to its annual 
listing of premier eateries 
in France but none got its 
top grade. 

For the first time in 
nearly a generation, the 
anonymous inspectors 
couldn’t find any newcom¬ 
ers for its ultra-elite list of 
three-star restaurants in 
France, whose ranks actu¬ 
ally shrank by one to 25. 

Michelin said that re¬ 
flected diners’ ongoing 
shift to favouring more 
value-oriented eating over 
the white tablecloths that 
predominate in the three- 
star dining world. 

The one chef who lost 
his perch at the top was 
Michel Trama, whose 
eponjmious restaurant in 


southwest France features 
foie gras hamburger and 
foie gras lollipops, fell 
from three stars to two. 

The 111-year-old guide¬ 
book elevated 51 restau¬ 
rants to either one- or 
two-star rankings, includ¬ 
ing a second star for Japan¬ 
ese chef Shinichi Sato at 
Paris’ Passage 53. 

Overall, 46 restaurants 
joined the one-star catego- 
ly for a total of 470, and 
five got two stars for a to¬ 
tal of 76. 

Outside Paris, the guide 
promoted two new 2-star 
restaurants: Chef Bruno 
Oger’s Villa Archange near 
Cannes and Thierry Dra- 
peau’s self-named restau¬ 
rant near Nantes.

Getting dressed for a job 
interview? 

Start by “putting your¬ 
self in the shoes of an em¬ 
ployer and think what 
they would want to hear,” 
says Laura DeCarlo, an in¬ 
terview coach. 

Leenie Glickman, a ca¬ 
reer counselor from 
Boston, adds, “think about 
what they would want to 
hire. 

“Prepare by writing 
down what traits and skills 
they would be looking for. 
Then it’s almost irrelevant 
what they ask you because 
you already know what 
you want to tell them.” 

A command of the con¬ 
versation puts your inter¬ 
viewers at ease, which you 
want to do during an inter¬ 
view. 

“As a job seeker, yes, 
you have a lot of fear, but 
in reality, it’s just dress re¬ 


hearsal,” she continues. “If 
you get it wrong, you can 
always keep applying, 
keep learning. But an em¬ 
ployer has a whole lot at 
risk when they’re inter¬ 
viewing job seekers. They 
can be veiy insecure.” 

They can also be dismal¬ 
ly unprepared, she adds. 

“There are a variety of 
unprepared interview 
types,” she says. “They 
range from the leads-the- 
interview-astray-talking- 
about-wife-and-kids 
interviewer to the inter¬ 
viewer who is so shy and 
quiet that you’re going to 
have a stilted interview if 
you’re not outgoing and 
personable.” 

If you find yourself 
locked in an inquisition 
with a manager like that, 
be ready to manage your 
talk time like a chess play¬ 
er slapping the clock, 
Glickman suggests. 

Studies show a jobseek¬ 
er should speak about 20 
per cent of the time during 


their first round interview. 

“The best interviews are 
the ones where it’s interac¬ 
tive,” she notes. “They ask 
you a question, you give 
them the answer, you 
come back with a ques¬ 
tion. It feels conversation¬ 
al.” 


[ Just Google *em\] 

It's a 21 st century given 
that your job interviewer 
is going to Google you - 
and probably gawk at all 
those Facebook photos 
you left online. But the 
web’s translucent curtain 
goes both ways.

► “All these companies have

C an you openly 
criticize your 
boss without 
fear of immedi¬ 
ate dismissal? 

Here are the tales of 
three employees who 
did just that and ended 
up paying for it with 
their jobs. 

Upset following an 
angry confrontation 
with her boss, Maria 
Van Der Meij wasn’t 
about to go quietly. 

Believing that her 
boss had acted improp¬ 
erly during a meeting. 
Van Der Meij left the of¬ 
fice and wrote to the 
company’s board of di¬ 
rectors, angrily criticiz¬ 
ing her boss by accusing 
him of being a coward 
and lacking ethical stan¬ 
dards. 

The letter cost Van 
Der Meij both her job 
and her case, as a court 


An initiative has been 
launched to better pre¬ 
pare Canadian medical 
students to practise in 
modern, technology-en¬ 
abled clinical environ¬ 
ments.

Knowing that the compa¬ 
ny was in a precarious fi¬ 
nancial position, Chen 
penned a letter to its 
shareholders widely ex¬ 
pressing his dissatisfac¬ 
tion with management 
and how he felt the com¬ 
pany was being run. 

In siding with the em¬ 
ployer, a court found that 
Chen had attempted to 
embarrass both his man¬ 
agers and the board of di¬ 
rectors in the eyes of the 
company’s shareholders, 
and that by doing so with¬ 
out a good reason, his ter¬ 
mination was 

subsequently upheld. 

Conversely, when 
Dawn Marie Bennett be¬ 
came concerned with the 
way her boss ran the 
small office where she 
worked, she complained. 
However, it was to no 
avail. 


information technology 
projects across the coun¬ 
try.

When the issues 
mounted, Bennett deliv¬ 
ered a letter to her boss 
accusing her of being dis¬ 
honest and negligent and 
suggesting that she was 
disorganized and incom¬ 
petent. Bennett was fired 
almost immediately. 

Unlike the other two 
cases, here the court sided 
with the employee. Why? 
Because Bennett’s letter, 
while harshly worded, 
was intended to be kept 
private and not to embar¬ 
rass her boss or the com¬ 
pany. 

In all three cases, the 
courts accepted that em¬ 
ployees are generally enti¬ 
tled to criticize superiors 
without fear of immedi¬ 
ate dismissal. 

However, sometimes si¬ 
lence can be golden. 
While employees will of¬ 
ten have complaints that 
are reasonable or justi¬ 
fied, the manner and tone 
in which they express 
them must always remain 
professional. 

When such criticism 
goes over the edge, an em¬ 
ployer is not required to 
tolerate it.

Linus Omark scored the 
winning goal in a shootout 
as the Edmonton Oilers 
snapped a two-game skid, 
defeating the Nashville 
Predators 2-1 last night. 

Jim Vandermeer scored 
in regulation for the last- 
place Oilers (21-35-8) who 
have won five of their last 
eight games. 

Martin Gerber, up from 
the minors wliile Nikolai 
Khabibulin battles an eye 
injuiy, improved to a per¬ 
fect 3-0 this season with 
the Oilers. 

Blake Geoffrion replied 
for the Predators (32-23-9), 
who have not been doing 
themselves any favours in 
the tight Western Confer¬ 
ence playoff picture with 
losses in six of their last 
eight. 

Edmonton had the best 
early chance as Ales Hem- 
sky had a partial break¬ 
away but rang the puck off 


the post behind Nashville 
netminder Pekka Rinne. 

Nashville took a 1-0 lead 
13 minutes into the second 
as Ryan Suter sent a back¬ 
hand pass from behind the 
net to Geoffrion on the 
doorstep. Geoffrion blasted 
his first career NHL goal 
past Gerber. 

Geoffrion, who played 
his third career game with 
Nashville, is the first 
fourth-generation player in 
the league. His great-grand¬ 
father Howie Morenz, 
grandfather Bemie (Boom 
Boom) Geoffrion and his fa¬ 
ther, Dan Geoffrion, all 
preceded him on his path 
to the NHL 

The Predators’ lead last¬ 
ed just 41 seconds as Oilers 
defenceman Vandermeer 
stepped into a blast from 
the top of the faceoff circle 
to make it 1-1. 

Edmonton was again 
badly outshot in the first, 
trailing Nashville 18-7. 

There was no scoring in 
the largely uneventful sec¬ 
ond period, but both teams 
had good chances in the 
third with the Oilers out- 
shooting Nashville 11-4 in 
the period.

BETTER FOR 
OILERS TO SIT 
ON ASSETS 

After all the talk, the trade deadline turned into 
an uneventful day for the Edmonton Oilers. 

Or did it? 


T he return for Dustin Penner 
was as good as anyone could 
have hoped. But he was just 
one of the Oilers people were 
expecting to change addresses, 
the reason for some 
disappointment. Ales Hemsky remains, 
as do Jim Vandermeer. Ladislav Smid and 
others. Two moves in all were made. 
Two? 

For my money, less was more for the 
Oilers this year. 

First, too often GMs are intent on mov¬ 
ing players and end up taking less than 
market value. And with all the action 
that happened ahead of the deadline, 
Monday was a buyer’s market. 

Teams kicked the tires on players oth¬ 
er tlian Penner and AHLer Shawn Belle, 
but general manager Steve Tambellini 
and the rest of the Oilers brain trust obvi¬ 
ously didn’t believe enough was offered. 

The Kings were reportedly interested 
in Hemsky more than Penner. but when 
LA balked at parting with top prospect 
Brayden Schenn. Edmonton offered up 
the lesser of the two players. 

Penner is skilled, but prone to taking 
nights off and he doesn’t use his six-foot- 
four, 245-pound fi’ame to its potential. 
Hemsky, of course, isn’t always a gamer 
either, but he’s sublimely skilled and 
worth more than Penner. 


Second, keeping Hemsky and the rest 
in the fold will only help Edmonton’s 
turnaround, even if he’s moved at the 
June draft. Foisting too much pressure 
too soon on youngsters is a dangerous 
game, and that’s what moving the veter¬ 
an core would have done to the still wet- 
behind-the-ears core of the future. 

Imagine the headlines: Baby Oil Era 
Begins: The Future Is Now; Passing The 
Torch: Blah, Blah, Blah. 

Moving more people out the door for 
picks and prospects would have taken 
last overall from a virtual lock to a 
certainty, but would also have left Taylor 
Hall, Jordan Eberle, Magnus Paajarvi, 

Sam Gagner (he’s only 21, remember) 
and. even, Jeff Petty and Taylor Chomey 
to do the heavy lifting by tliemselves, im¬ 
mediately. Let the kids ride out the 
season playing second fiddle to the older 
guys and then revisit your options. 

Edmonton is still the odds-on 
favourite to finish last overall and virtu¬ 
ally ensure itself the No. 1 pick at the 
draft and Swedish defenceman Adam 
Larsson. (Ottawa will make a serious run 
at 30th as well, but will have its sights set 
on Swedish forward Gabriel Landeskog.) 

In the long run, passing on offers for 
less than he believed his players were 
worth will serve Tambellini and Edmon¬ 
ton’s future well.

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Like a Regal 


The 2011 Regal is already making waves, but 
its $33,400 base price nudges up against that 
of the larger LaCrosse. 

This is where the Verano comes in since it 
will likely enter the market in the $28,000 
range, including destination charges. 

It will be as well equipped as the loaded 
Regal, at least for its base price, but the Vera- 
no’s Chevrolet-Cruze-based platform and ba¬ 
sic body structure is actually closer in size to 
the Regal than you might think. 


Ground-breaking 

Stylistically, the Verano and the Regal share the 
same shape and are adorned with similar grilles, 
but the Verano’s seem proportionally larger. 

The neatly contoured fenders allow veiy little 
fender-to-tire gap, which hints at a sporty side. 

The cabin is pure luxury, however. Although 
base models will come with leatherette (vinyl) and 
cloth seats, premium models will feature plenty of 
wood trim and plumped-up leather-covered seat 
cushions. For any compact car, and not just a 
Buick small car, this is ground breaking. 


Engine 

The Verano comes with a standard 177- 
horsepower 2.4-litre four-cylinder engine 
(also standard in both Regal and LaCrosse) 
that’s mated to a six-speed automatic 
transmission. 

An optional 220-horsepower 
turbocharged unit — also optional in the 
Regal — will eventually migrate to the Ve¬ 
rano lineup.

Traditionally, compact 
models have been aimed at 
buyers seeking affordable 
wheels that stretched their 
fuel dollars to the max.

However, that tradition 
is rapidly disappearing as 
vehicles, such as the up¬ 
coming 2012 Buick Verano, 
emerge to redefine and 
challenge the small-equals- 
cheap belief 

A Buick, redefining and 
challenging? You read it 
here first. 

Upwardly creeping gaso¬ 
line prices combined with 
pending government-legis¬ 
lated fuel-economy stan¬ 


dards are changing the way 
North Americans think 
about small cars: they’re be¬ 
ginning to actually need 
them. 

As a result, automobiles 
sold in North America are 
starting to shrink, and en¬ 
gines are shrinking right 
along with them. 

This fall’s arrival of the 
Verano constitutes a major 
step in a new direction for 
Buick, but one that General 


Motors’ up-level division 
seems fully prepared for, 
despite a histoiy of large, 
pillowy driving sedans. 

It’s unlikely that the Ver¬ 
ano’s arrival will cause 
BMW or Audi much con¬ 
cern, but it might lure buy¬ 
ers considering a loaded-up 
Honda Accord or Toyota 
Camiy to seriously consider 
a Buick, which would have 
been virtually unheard of 
five years ago.

ALFA FLEXES EXOTIC 
MUSCLES IN GENEVA 



The Geneva Auto 
Show is one of the 
most anticipated 
events on the automo¬ 
tive calendar. It blows 
the CAA’s Care Car 
Month right out of the 
water. 

B ut the show is 
always hard on 
North 

American auto 
enthusiasts, 
populated as it 
is, with so much lovely for¬ 
bidden European fruit. 

Possibly the worst 
offender was Alfa Romeo, 
with its sublime 8C Compe- 


tizione. Only 1,000 
examples were built during 
2007 and 2008 and it might 
be one of the most beauti¬ 
ful GT cars ever built. The 
spider version isn’t too 
shabby either. 

At Geneva this week, Al¬ 
fa unveiled a successor to 
that 8G “halo” car — the Al¬ 
fa Romeo 4G — and noted 
the vehicle will lead Alfa 
“back into markets such as 
the U.S., where we are not 
present today.” So not only 
is there a beautiful new Al¬ 
fa sports car to behold, but 
it looks like it will come to 
North America. 

The industiy suspected 
that Alfa might return ever 
since Alfa’s parent compa¬ 
ny, Fiat, took over Ghiysler. 
Fiat chief, Sergio 
Marchionne, hinted that fu¬ 
ture Alfa models might be 
built on world platforms 
that also underpin Ghiysler 
and Dodge models. 

Not sure that’s in the 
spirit of Alfa Romeo, one of 
Europe’s most storied 
sporting marques. 

But the 4G at least is “all 
Alfa.” The rear-drive two- 
seater closely follows the 
8G’s exotic formula. The 
chassis supports a body 
crafted completely from 
carbon fibre. The rear 
frame and “crash box” sec¬ 
tions utilize a lot of 
aluminum. Its 200-hp 1.75- 
litre four cylinder engine 


features direct injection 
and turbocharging, and is 
positioned “centrally” in 
the rear of the vehicle. 

Net result: very low 
weight (less than 850 kg) 
and a veiy low centre of 
gravity. 

And the net result of 
that will certainly be deft 
handling and lots of get up 
and go (an estimated top 
speed of 250 km/h top 
speed, and an estimated ze¬ 
ro to 100 km/h acceleration 
run in under five seconds). 

While technically still a 
“concept,” Alfa made it 
clear that the 4G “is not 
simply an exercise in style 
created for the Motor 
Show; it will be on sale in 
2012 and is set to reinforce 
Alfa Romeo’s global 
growth.” 

An interesting subplot 
with Alfa these days is that 
VW has publicly stated it 
would like to purchase Alfa. 
VW’s chairman, Ferdinand 
Piech, even went as far to 
say that the VW group, Eu¬ 
rope’s largest car maker, 
would be able to quadruple 
Alfa’s current annual sales 
performance (which has 
been terrible for a while 
now). 

Speaking at an industiy 
conference last month, 
Marchionne said, “As long 
as I am GEO of Ghiysler and 
Fiat, Mr. Piech will never 
have Alfa Romeo.”
